Anglo-American Contrast 

- In the latest issue of the English- 
Speaking World, Mr. Sidney Dark 
draws an illuminating picture of the 
differences which exist between a 
typical small town in America and one 
in Great Britain. For the American 
side of the picture ‘he relies upon a 
detailed survey of life in a purely 
agricultural village in Eastern Ken- 
tucky made by Mr. Julian West under 
the auspices of the Social Service 
Science Research Council of Columbia 
University. 

To take one example, he says that
